MOSCOW, Oct. 29 (UP)— 
Soviet Communist party Chief- 
tain Nikita Khrushchev said 
tonight that Marshal Georgi 
Zhukov, ousted as Defense 
Minister, will soon get a new 
job corresponding to his “ex- 
perience and qualifications.” 

Speaking to newsmen at a 
reception in the Turkish Em- 
bassy, he said: “I saw Zhukov 
today. I spoke to him. 

“He was in good health. We 
have not decided on a new job 
for him yet. But he will have 
one in keeping with his experi- 
ence and qualifications. 

“But you will not hear about 


it tonight.” 
Surprise Appearance. 


Khrushchev, accompanied by 
Premier Bulganin and Deputy 
Premier Anastas Mikoyan, 
made a surprise appearance at 
the reception in honor of Turk- 
ish national day. 


It was a surprise both be- 
cause of the momentous events 
under way in connection with 
the Zhukov case and because 
of recent Soviet charges that 
Turkey was planning to attack 
Syria. 

The three Soviet leaders ap- 
peared to be in excellent 
spirits and drank innumerable 
champagne toasts with the 
Turkish, American, British. 
Canadian, Persian, French and 
other Western ambassadors. 


Khrushchev, wearing a dark 
blue single-breasted suit. white 


shirt, and a light gray silk tie, | 


seemed more animated, more 
friendly and in better spirits 
than he has been in a long 
time. 


Gathering the Western am- 
bassadors around Bulganin. 
Mikoyan, and himself, Khrush- 
chev raised his glass in a toast 
to “no war, between the gov- 
ernments represented here, to 
peace and friendship between 
peoples.” 

Toast to Sputnik. 

Khrushchev also raised his 
glass to Sputnik—Russia’s earth 


peace.” 

The Communist party leader 
indicated to reporters that he 
thought the Middle East situ- 
ation was improving slightly. 

Asked whether his presence 
at the Turkish reception indi- 
cated a sign of lessening ten- 
sion in the Middle East, he re- 
plied emphatically: 

“Yes! This is a gesture to- 
ward peace.” 

Holding up hi forefinger, he 
said: 

“If you look at peace as a 
compass needle, you can say it 


has gone a little way toward 


peace.” 

One of the Soviet Union's 
outstanding military figures, 
Marshal Ivan K. Bagramian, 
also indicated Zhukov was still 
in Moscow. He said, appar- 
ently from first-hand knowl- 
edge, “I can tell you that he

At the end of his nearly 
hour-long session he empha- 
sized that this was not a special 
alert and that he wanted to 
stress that he did not believe 
_that war was around the corner.

Arrested at Wife’s Request. 

Police said Peterson, who 
lives in the 5900 block of Ken- 
nerly avenue, could not have 
started the other fires because 
he was arrested at his wife's 
at 12:50 a.m. and 
booked on a peace disturbance 
charge following a dispute with 
her. 

Peterson was quoted as say- 
ing he and his companions, 
after: consuming quantities of 
wine, broke into the adminhis- 
tration building by climbing a 
fire escape and forcing open 
a window about 11 p.m. The 
fires were set, he said, because 
he resented his discharge. 

The fires apparently smol- 
dered all night, police said, be- 
cause they were nét discovered 
until a custodian entered the 
building at 7:15 a.m. Damage 
was estimated at $400 to the 
bulding and $100 to contents.

BOYS’ BONFIRE PILE 


WINDSOR, England, Oct. 29 
(AP)—Every year at this time 
schoolboys of Windsor gather 
wood for a huge bonfire to be 
lighted Nov. 5, memorializing 
the Guy Fawkes plot of 1605 to 
blow up Parliament. 

By last Sunday they had a 
pile 20 feet high. On Sunday 
night, somebody burned it 
down. Residents passed the 
word they had seen men in 
uniforms of the Queen’s Gren- 
adier Guards tossing matches 
into the pile.

Boys surged 
in front of the barracks shout- 
ing, “Build back our bonfire!” 

Col. J. C. Bowes-Lyon, a 
cousin of the Queen and com- 
mander of the battalion, then 
took action. The press was in- 
formed the guardsmen would 
help the children -restore the 
bonfire. The pile is now bigger 
than ever. 


ANTARCTIC ICE 
SHELF REPORTED 
OCCUPIED BY LAND 


McMURDO SOUND. Ant- 
arctica, Oct. 29 (AP)—A United 
States Navy captain has re- 
ported signs that a spot of land 
—either an island or a penin- 
sula—occupies much of the 
Filchner ice shelf on the coast 
of Antarctica. 


Capt. Finn Ronne and a 
Navy party of four men flew 
over the area Oct. 25. He said 
they also sighted new moun- 
tain features in the Neptune 
range of the Pensacola moun- 
tains. 

After flying south from Ells- 
worth station in a near white- 
out, Ronne said the air sud- 
denly cleared and a formidable 
mountain range bathed in bril- 
liant sunshine came into view. 
The mountains, with peaks up 
to 11,000 feet, apparently ex- 
tended to within 400 miles of 
the South Pole. 

Ronne said the appearance 
of the landscape indicated 
either an island or a peninsula 
jutting from Edith Ronne land 
and covering a large section of 
the ice shelf itself. He said 
these features were not ob- 
served during a similar flight 
he made in 1947.

Two persons standing next 
to Dueg seized him and he of- 
fered no resistance. Police im- 
mediately arrested him. He said 
he threw the explosive because 
he had a complaint § about 
Youth Aliyah, an organization 
which brings child refugees to 
Israel. He had been in an 
Alivah camp several years ago 
and was injured in an accident 

Dueg threw the bomb into 
the Knesset chamber from the 
crowded gallery during a de- 
bate on foreign affairs 

Ben-Gurion apparently saw 
the bomb coming. He ducked 
under the cabinet table and 
escaped with scratches on his 
right hand 

Given First Aid. 


Mrs. Meir suffered a foot in- 
jury. She and Ben-Gurion were 
given first aid and walked 
home 

Minister of Religious Affairs 
Moshe Shapiro, who was néear- 
est the explosion, was serious- 
ly wounded in the arm and 
stomach. He was rushed to a 
hospital. given a blood trans- 
fusion and an emergency opera- 
tion.

Chief speaker on a three- 
member panel against the de- 
partment was Sheriff Orion J.

He said he did not “want to 
be critical” of the department, 
but that the proposed $947,000 
budget for its operation was 
“a cool $250,000 too much, 
judging from my 27 years in 
law enforcement.” 


The meeting, at the county 
courthouse at Clayton, had 
been widely publicized in ad- 
vance notices, but only about 
50 persons were present.

Other League Speakers.

They charged that county 
voters had been “sold a bill of 
goods” on the cost of operating

Litzinger, a member of the 
league, said: “The man run- 
ning the police department, 
who is rather new, finds it im- 
possible to operate the depart- 
ment with the amount of money 
the people indicated.” 

Mrs. Wulfing, who Was. a 
member of the Citizens Com- 
mission on Law Enforcement 
which in 1954 drafted the 
charter amendment for the 
present non-political depart- 
ment, told league members 
that “if you really want to re- | 
duce taxes, you should indorse 
a move for one county- -wide 
police department.” 

The present $4.54 per capita 
cost of operating all police 
services in the county could be 
cut to $2.34 with a single de- 
partment, she asserted. 

Taylor cited various ad- 
vataages under present police 
operations. He said the depart- 
ment is protecting about 
220,000 county residents in 
municipalitied and unincorpor- 
ated areas. He admitted the 
cost was more than under the 
old sheriff's office, but noted 
that the present department 
has a crime laboratory, a 
juvenile section and its offi- 
cers are highly trained.

Re-appointment of Carter, 


who wag first named to the 
job in July 1955 by former 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, was not 
legally necessary, because the 
state penal director is not 
named to a specific term but 
serves at the pleasure of the 
Governor. 

Blair announced that Carter 
was being retained to “clarify 
the situation” and to “dispel 
rumors.” It was learned that 
some of Blair's close friends 
and advisers urged him to do 
so, fearing that friction within 
the penal system and a public 
demand for Carter’s ouster 
would result in trouble among 
inmates at the penitentiary. 

The demand that Carter be 
discharged was made fast 
Wednesday by State Repre- 
sentative Raymond B. Hop- 
finger ‘Dem). of Berkeley, 
chairman of a special legisla- 
tive committee which had been 
studying penal operations. Hop- 


finger, in a letter to Blair, 
charged that Carter was re- 
sponsible for ‘unrest’ at the 
penitentiary. 

Blair said the St. Louis 
county legislator renewed his 


demand for Carter’s ouster, in 
a long distance telephone call 
from St. Louis. ' Hopfinger 
threatened to resign as com- 
mittee chairman unless the di- 
rector was fired. 

In St. Louis, Hopfinger said 
Blair informed him yesterday

U.S. Prosecutor Wants. 


Reversal of Ruling 
Dismissing Case of 
Mrs. Kling. 


Permission will be sought to 
appeal a ruling by United 
States District Judge George 
H. Moore dismissing an indict- 
ment returned against Mrs. 
Anne Yasgur Kling for refus- 
ing to answer certain ques- 
tions of a House subcommittee 
on Un-American Activities. it 
was announced today. 

Assistant United States At- 
torney Forrest Boecker said he 
would ask the Department of 
Justice for authority to appeal 
to the United States Court of 
Appeals for a reversal of Judge 
Moore's ruling of Oct. 15. 

Mrs. Kling, wife of Merle 
Kling, an associate professor of 
political science at Washington, 
University, had answered 
freely questions pertaining to 
her own activities as a mem- 
ber of the Communist party 
here for three years prior to 
1947. She refused, however, to 
answer 15 questions relating to 
others with whom she was as- 
sociated in the party at that 
time because “I am not a tate 
tle-tale.”’ 

Judge Moore's ohe sentence 
ruling cited the case of John 
T. Watkins versus the United 
States and another Supreme 
Court decision, but gave no 
further reasons for the action. 
The defense contended the 
questions Mrs. Kling refused to 
answer were not pertinent to 
any investigation authorized by 
Congress and the queries were

NEW YORK, Oct. 29—Ura- 
nium is now so plentiful “it no 
longer is in the interest of the 
government to expand produc- 
tion of uranium concentrate,” 
an Atomic Energy Commission 
spokesman said yesterday. 

However, the spokesman, 
Jesse C. Johnson, director of 
the commission’s Division of 
Raw Materials, appealed for 
“continuing major exploration 
effort.” This is needed to build 
up ore reserves for expanded 
demands by nuclear power by 
1970 or 1975, he said. 

A Canadian report went even 
beyond the United States state- 
ment by asserting that “there 
is little reason for further ex- 
ploration at this time.” 

Canada has not been accept- 
ing applications for production 
contracts since March 31, 1956, 
and uranium prospecting since 
then has been “inactive,” ac- 
cording to Richard Barrett, 
procurement manager for the 
government - owned 
Mining and Refining, Ltd.

2. Eventual deactivation of 
a tactical bombardment wing 
of B-57 (Canberra) light 
bombers. These planes are 
considered obsolescent, but 
when they are retired from 
service, perhaps within the 
next 12 months, there are 
no plans to replace them.

Change of Role. 


The Eleventh Airborne Di- 
vision with headquarters at 
Augsberg in Germany, one of 
five United States divisions in 
Germany, is being used—re- 
inforced by tanks and other at- 
tachments—in an infantry di- 
vision role.

These and other cuts will in 
time reduce sharply the num- 
ber of United States military 
and civilian personnel and the 
number of United States 
planes in Europe. Some of the 
cuts undoubtedly will elimi- 
nate “fat” in our military es- 
tablishments in Europe. Some 
will promote efficiency, and 
the merger or reduction of 
headquarters units should have 
little combat effect. 


Worry Among Officers. 


But officers in the European 
theater are worried. There is 
no doubt that some of the cuts 
are reducing our over-all com- 
bat potential in Europe. The 
reduction in manned aircraft 


strength and the partial re- 


placement or supplementation 


of planes by guided missiles | 


has long been planned. 

Some of the cuts are prema- 
ture. The new missiles are not 
here and will not be for some 
time. Moreover, officers in 
combat units do not accept the 
Washington contention used so 
often to justify the reductions 


—that the improved perform- | 


ance and power of the new 
weapons greater combat effec- 
tiveness with fewer men. 


There is a limit to reduction |

Nixon Warning. 

In the light of this thesis, 
the Soviets’ Sputnik can prove 
a godsend if it shakes Ameri- 
cans out of the complacency 
that, during the last year, saw 
a drift to a resurgent nation- 
alism along with an economy 
drive aimed at all foreign 
programs. That was the warn- 
ing of Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon in his recent San 
Francisco speech and it is what 
he is saying with even greater 
urgency when he talks pri- 
vately. 

Nixon is, in fact, becoming 
a kind of Paul Revere sound- 
ing the alarm for a far more 
dynamic and faster moving 
American program of aid, in- 
formation and exchanges on 
every level if the Soviets are 
not to hide their internal crisis 
with another external triumph. 
He is today concentrating 
much of his extraordinary en- 
ergy and drive—and whatever 
else may be said about him 
no one has disputed his record 
as the hardest working man in 
the Administration — on co- 
ordinating and pulling together 
the current aid program and 
projecting an expanded pro- 
gram for the future.

Command Power Essential 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The recent reports of the suc- 
cessful launching of the Soviet in- 
tercontinental ballistic missile and 
earth satellite have brought the 
acuteness of our problem of sur- 
vival to the attention of the nation. 

The complacent statements of 
men who should know better are 
painfully reminiscent of Stanley 
Baldwin’s whistling in the dark 
while Hitler’s air power was reach- 
ing and surpassing that of Britain. 

There is not time to indulge in 
useless recriminations and unavail- 
ing attempts to fix the blame for 
our tardiness in missiles research 
and development. This is rather a 
time for calling forth constructive 
suggestions for the improvement of 
our program. Two such suggestions 
are offered in this letter. 

The alarming degree of duplica- 
tion, or even multiplication, of ef- 
fort in our missiles. program is an 
unavoidable consequence of the in- 
complete unification of the serv- 
ices. In 1936, when Britain was in 
a somewhat analogous situation, 
Winston Churchill wrote: 

“The first step ... is to separate 
the functions of strategic thought 
from those of material supply in 
peace and war, and form the or- 
ganization to direct this latter proc- 
ess. An harmonious arrangement 
would be four separate. depart- 
ments—Navy,. Army, Air Force and 
Supply—with the co-ordinating min- 
ister at the summit of the four 
having the final voice upon pri- 
orities. 

“No multiplication of committees, 
however expert or elaborate, can 
achieve this purpose. Supply can- 
not be achieved without command.” 

During this period of extreme 
emergency, the co-operation of our 
experts in weapons development, 
rather than their present competi- 
tion, is needed to attain the punc- 
tuality upon which our national 
survival depends. From the long- 
range point of view as well, eco- 
nomic necessity demands that the 
wasteful duplications so vividly 
demonstrated in our missiles pro- 
gram be abolished. 

Therefore, I suggest that the 
most urgent task facing Congress 
in the next session is the comple- 
tion of unification of the services. 
This can be achieved by the crea- 
tion, within the Defense Depart- 
ment, of a Department of Supply 
provided with the power of com- 
mand over the entire field of 
weapon and equipment design, test- 
ing, and contracting for production. 
The corresponding agencies in the 
separate services should be assimi- 
lated by the Supply Department. 

The specific problem of missiles 
research and development is too 
urgent to wait for legislative action 
covering the whole field of na- 
tional defense. An effective in- 
terim solution is the establishment, 
by executive action, of a unified 
missiles program, which can sub- 
sequently be integrated into the 
Department of Supply.

Under No One Flag 


Secretary Dulles ‘is reported to be preparing 
a “new approach” to Middle Eastern policy to 
correct “misunderstandings” of the Eisenhower 
Doctrine. That he is moving none too soon can 
be inferred not only from the Middle Eastern 
situation itself, but from the fact that delicate 
suggestions for a change are coming from Italy, 
whose President Gronchi is making a series of 
state visits in the area. 


The trouble with the Eisenhower Doctrine, 
Rome diplomats are saying, is that it looks too 
much like unilateral intervention of a great 
power in a region just emerging from colonial- 
ism. So it is not surprising that the Italians 
should suggest some form of joint action by the 
whole Western alliance, including a multilateral 
program to help the Arab countries with loans, 
investments and trade. 

This makes excellent sense, and fits right into 
one aspect of the new approach Mr. Dulles is 
said to be thinking about. American willingness 
to assist in regional economic development for 
the Middle East would be emphasized, it is re- 
ported, rather than the military aid which got so 
much attention under the Eisenhower Doctrine. 

There are strong reasons why economic aid 
would be most effective if both the donors and 
the recipients were many instead of one. 

In addition to minimizing national rivalries 
and jealousies, a regional development program 
offers perhaps the best hope of somehow sur- 
mounting the central problem of the area—the 
bitter hostility between the Arabs and Israel. 
The United States is compelled both by past 
commitments and a sense of justice to stand by 
Israel. Yet we have a stake too in encouraging 
economic development of the Arab states in a 
way that will leave them free of Soviet domina- 
tion. 

The regional approach to economic aid would 
enable us to pursue both policies without con- 
flict. It is not beyond hope that some day Arab 
and Israeli can co-operate in the same develop- 
ment projects, particularly so if the source of 
outside aid were also multilateral. 

While a joint NATO aid program would have 
advantages over a purely national one, it would 
be handicapped by its association with those na- 
tions which historically have exercised imperial 
privileges in Africa and the Middle East. For 
this reason among others, some form of United 
Nations sponsorship would be much better. As 
the wealthiest member, the United States could 
expect to make the biggest contribution. But 
other nations—most notably Germany, as recent- 
ly suggested by Adlai E. Stevenson—are able 
to help too, and their participation would an- 
swer the Arab fears and Soviet propaganda of 
American “imperialism.” 

Announcement that Syria and Russia have 
signed a $100,000,000 economic aid agreement 
shows how important it is for American policy 
to be broadened beyond the military sphere. We 
cannot, however, afford to reply simply by out- 
bidding the Russians. A multinational program 
of multinational economic development would 
be the best possible rebuttal.

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Independence for REA 


An effort is shaping up in the National Rural 
Electric Co-operative Association to restore REA 
to independent status, and we hope it will suc- 
ceed. REA was independent during its most 
dynamic years and until it was placed under the 
Agriculture Department in a Hoover reform of 
1939. It looked like a good idea at the time, a 
tightening up of the lines of authority, an im- 
provement in efficiency, 

Whatever REA may have gained has been 
more than offset by what it has lost. It has 
been made more and more subservient to the 
partisan forces of the Administration in power. 
The latest and worst result so far is Executive 
violation of the mandate of Congress by taking 
final authority for large loans away from the 
REA Administrator. 

Independence should be restored to REA and 
to the Civil Aeronautics Authority, now in the 
Commerce Department, as well. There is more 
to government than an organization chart. These 
and similar agencies which perform businesg. or 
regulatory operations must as a first requisite 
be able to call their souls their own, free from 
partisan pressures. 
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Looking Ahead to 62 

Five years from now—at the general election 
of November 1962—Missourians will be asked 
whether the State Constitution should be re- 
vised or amended. If a majority of them say 
Yes, they automatically will touch off the ma- 
chinery for convening a Constitutional Conven- 
tion. What is the best way of assuring an in- 
formed decision by the voters? 

One reasonable answer comes from Dr. Mar- 
tin L. Faust, chairman of the University of Mis- 
souri’s department of political science. He has 
urged the General Assembly in 1959 to set up a 
commission to maké a thorough study of the 
present Constitution. He believes such a com- 
prehensive and systematie study would be con- 
ducive to orderly and discriminating change, 
assure greater technical perfection than previ- 
ously has been achieved in Constitution drafting 
and afford a fine opportunity for diseussion of 
the state’s needs in this respect. 

Certainly the Constitution is not perfect. For 
one thing, Dr. Faust and other authorities be- 
lieve it is unduly wordy and contains a great 


areas. The question of constitutional reform 
touches all levels of local government in all sec- 
tors of the state—which means it involves every- 
one. Let us hope that Dr. Faust’s suggestion 
enjoys the sympathetic treatment from the next 
Legislature that it deserves. 
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Basic Research Restored 

Secretary of Defense Neil H. McElroy, in 
ordering the armed services to make no reduc- 
tion in the proposed spending of $1,700,000,000 
for research and development has taken a major 
step forward. Had he not done this, the 10 
per cent economy cut ordered last August by 
Secretary Charles E. Wilson would have jeopar- 
dized national defense. 

Mr. McElroy has now kept the implied prom- 
ise he made as he took office when he said 
that he was “conditioned” to believe that high 


grade scientists must support “speculative think- ~ 


ing.” And he has demonstrated that he meant 
what he said when he asserted that he would 
not be found “on the side of cutbacks” in 
research. 

Electronics, ballistic rockets, infra-red guided 
missiles, atomic depth bombs, jet planes that fly 
faster than 1800 miles an hour and other Buch 
marvels of the present day—including, of course, 
the orbiting Sputnik—bring home the impor- 
tance of scientific research and development. 

Unfortunately, research has not progressed as 
it should in the United States. There have been 
shortages of scientists, engineers and other 
highly trained specialists. There has been lack 
of appreciation in the Defense Department for 
research. There has not been proper emphasis 
on what our schools and colleges need to educate 
scientists specifically and thinkers, writers and 
artists in general. 

What is suffering most is basic research. Too 
many persons are not aware or else forget that 
science is divided into two main classifications: 
research in basic, or “pure’’ science, and applied 
science. Basic research deals with discovering 
new principles of natural laws, such as the prin- 
ciples of nuclear fission. Applied science is con- 
cerned with making these principles work for 
man, as when nuclear fission is applied in atomic 
bombs or as fuel in a power plant. 


There are few short cuts in basic research. 
Over and over, the scientists in this field must 
apply trial and error, theory and analysis. From 
those thousands of hours comes the fundamental 
knowledge that is essential long before even the 
predevelopmental weapons stage is attained. 

The National Science Foundation, which was 
formed in 1950 to advance the cause of science, 
promote health and welfare and secure the na- 
tional defense, urged in a special report last 
week that the government and private industry 
give far greater support to basic research to meet 
the needs of a growing economy at home as well 
as the technological challenge of Soviet Russia. 


In addition to the need for scientists and engi- 
neers, the Foundation has been emphasizing the 
importance of seeing that more of the youth of 
the land acquires higher education in other 
fields. It reports that over 150,000 students of 
high ability annually fail to go to college be- 
cause they lack funds. Undoubtedly many 
scientists would be developed out of such a large 
group. 

If the United States is to keep abreast or 
ahead of Soviet Russia in the all-important field 
of science, it is going to have to see that there 
is no more retrenchment, particularly in basic 
research. With proper suppert and appreciation 
for basic research and intellectual endeavor in 
general, the growth of science can expand to a 
maximum in the United States. 
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Keep on This Track 


A special assistant attorney general in Illinois, 
Mark O. Roberts, is doing a valuable piece of 
work. He is painstakingly going over the Hodge 
scandals theft by theft in an effort to establish 
just how much the former Auditor, now in 
Menard state prison, actually stole from the 
people in Illinois. 

Mr. Roberts's most interesting finding to date 
is that the proceeds from state checks totaling 
about $1,000,000 did not reach Hodge. This 
would mean that the Hodge lootings, sometimes 
estimated as high as $2,500,000, amounted to 
only $1,571,364 in personal benefit to him. Doubt- 
less the sum will still look plenty large to the 
taxpayers of Illinois whose money was misap- 
propriated. 

The investigator says that $700,734 was in 
questionable warrants and $327,505 in dubious 
travel vouchers. Certainly it would be a good 
idea to know a lot more about these sums. If 
this total of more than $1,000,000 did not go to 
Hodge, then who did get it? Surely no one in 
official Springfield thinks the case is closed 
when that much of the people’s money is unac- 
counted for. 
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Second Team? Yes and No 


When Deputy Attorney General William P. 
Rogers advances to the seat of Herbert Brownell 
Jr., who has announced his resignation as head 
of the Department of Justice, the sixth replace- 
ment will be in effect among the 10 major seats 
that make up President Eisenhower's Cabinet. 
The record of the changes is interesting enough 
to review. 

Some wag described the original Eisenhower 
nine as “eight millionaires and a plumber.” It 
was the plumber, union leader Martin P. Durkin 
of Illinois, who was first to depart. He resigned, 
after only a few months, over the White House’s 
handling of proposed changes in the Taft-Hartley 
Act, and was succeeded by James P. Mitchell of 
New Jerséy. Second change was the substitu- 
tion in 1955 of Marion B. Folsom of New York 
for Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby of Texas as head 
of the newest department, Health, Education and 
Welfare, created in 1953. The third replacement 
was in the Interior Department, where Fred A. 
Seaton of Nebraska took the place of Douglas 
McKay, who resigned to run unsuccessfully last 
year against Senator Morse of Oregon. 


Three resignations have come this year. First 
Treasury Secretary George M. Humphrey of 
Ohio was succeeded by Robert B. Anderson of 
Texas. Then Neil H. McElroy of Ohio took over 
as Defense Secretary from Charles E. Wilson of 
Michigan. Now the substitution of Mr. Rogers 
for Attorney General Brownell impends. This 
leaves three of the most criticized of the original 
Cabinet still in their seats—Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles of New York, Agriculture 
Secretary Ezra Taft Benson of Utah and Com-

Excerpts from the transcript follow. 


ROBIN: * * * I think that people 
ought to be limited by their ability 
only—not by the color of their skin.

I mean—the Supreme 
Court made this decision and I feel 
since the Supreme Court is there to 
make decisions like that, you ought 
to abide by what they say and not 
have all this violence and stuff that 
we've been having. I think the vio- 
ence we had on Monday morning was 
mostly the parents. 


MRS. RICKETTS: * * * What have 
you against Negroes in your school, 
Kay?

OF JOSIP BROZ—TITO, by Fitzroy 
Maclean. (Harper, 416 pgs., $5.95.) 


Brig. Fitzroy Maclean is one of the 
few Westerners who knows Tito. As 
Churchill's personal envoy, Maclean 
was parachuted into Yugoslavia where, 
for two years, he participated and ob- 
served the partisan activities. 

Josip Broz, better known as Tito, 
was of humble origin. As a student 
and admirer of Russia, as able imi- 
tator and organizer, Tito dreamed of 
emulating the work of his teachers. 
In a span of some 20 years the once- 
humble son of a peasant became the 
bombastic Goering of the Balkans. 

Maclean ably shows us the develop- 
ment of a Communist dictator. He ad- 
mires Tito as a man, but has not much 
sympathy for what he stands for. In 
his detailed account and description 
Maclean strengthens the argument of 
those who never trusted Tito. For 
those who still believe in Tito as a 
“friend of the 
West,” the book 
will be a rude awak- 
ening. 

The war, natur- 
ally, occupies a 
greater part of the 
book. It was in 
this war, in the par- 


tisan resistance 
against the Ger- 
mans, Italians, 


Croat and Serb 
Quislings, that Tito 
grew into what he 
is today. The cam- 
paigns are well de- 
scribed and illus- 
trated by maps, but to somebody not 
familiar with Balkan geography they 
will not mean too much. It was also 
during this war that Tito pleaded in 
vain for assistance from Russia but 
received little more than words and 
empty phrases. His faithfulness and 
fanatic adherence to Russia in those 
days is one of the great enigmas. 

The activities of Tito’s ideological 
opponent, Gen. Mihailovitch and Chet- 
nick adherents, are amply dealt with. 
Mihailovitch was one of those tragic 
figures whose fate it was to oppose 
not only Tito, but everything he stood 
for. Like his master, the king, he rep- 
resented the last stagé of a passing 
era. For deeds over which he had 
no control, but whose spiritual head 
he was, Mihailovitch paid the highest 
price—his life. His final speech at 
his trial remains his finest monument. 

No better or worse than any other 
inflated dictator, Tito’s strength seems 
to lie in his shrewdness of playing 
nationalism and Communism against 
each other. In spite of the variances 
and occasional spats with Moscow, 
Tito, according to this observer, was, 
is, and will remain one of Moscow's 
most useful tools. As a die-hard Red 
he has faithfully copied Russian po- 
lice methods and other Marxist insti- 
tutions. He was, however, smart 
enough to adapt them to the character 
of his country. How much longer 
Tito will be able to play two sides, sit 
on two chairs, or fool the world with 
his tactics nobody can predict.

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Intectious Croup 
By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


EAR Dr. Steincrohn: “My child is alive, and I suppose 
[): shouldn't be complaining—which I’m not. She had 

the croup a few weeks ago. I used to think it was a 
simple condition. But before she was through with it she 
had to have a tracheotomy and barely pulled through 
pneumonia. Is it often necessary for doctors to cut down 
on the windpipe to save their croup patients? I thought 
perhaps our doctor might have been too hasty. Mrs. M. 

ANSWER: If your child had croup due to Hemophilus 
Influenza Type B, you can thank your stars that your doctor 
was not indecisive and performed tracheotomy. Many such 
children have suffocated because tracheotomy came too 
late—or not at all. In fact, this type of infectious croup has 
such a rapid course that about one half of the patients 
need an immediate tracheotomy. 

> ff... 

THERE ARE two other main causes of croup. One 
caused by diptheria is, of course, now very rare. The other 
is due to non-bacterial agents and is the most common. 
It usually follows a cold and comes on slowly. Whatever 
the nature or cause of the croup, it is wise to give anti- 
biotics to prevent pneumonia and other secondary infec- 
tions. Severely ill patients may need iatravenous fluids and 
blood transfusion. All types of patients are grateful for 
steam and high humidity. 

x *« * 

PARENTS OFTEN ASK: “When is the right time to 
change doctors for children? My boy of 16 feels out of 
place at his pediatriciari’s office with all of the squalling 
infants and young children.” 

ANSWER: There is no blanket answer for that. I have 
known pediatricians to keep on treating the children they 
cared for since infancy until they were in their late teens. 
Others have set a dividing line of age 15. There is really 
no reason why even an 18-year-old is out of the pedia- 
trician’s reach; or why a 13-year-old is too young for a 
general practitioner to treat. Have your boy make special 
appointments. In that way he can bypass the infants in 
the waiting room.

Unlike most U.N. agencies, 
UNICEF is not financed by

UNICEF's first mission is to 
protect children against dis- 
ease. Much of this. is done 
through vaccination, protection 
which most American families 
take for granted but which is 
unknown in many foreign coun- 
tries. Diphtheria, whooping 
cough and smallpox are among 
the diseases which have gone 
down in the world because of 
the use of Fund vaccines. 

Its second mission is to 
teach and train. In many coun- 
tries, mothers are ignorant of 
hygiene and must be taught 
how to protect their children 
against preventable ills. Rural 
health centers are set up by 
the Fund, health workers, mid- 
wives, nurses receive training. 

UNICEF's third mission is to 
fight malnutrition since chil- 
dren cannot be disease free 
without being healthy. 

Powdered milk is shipped to 
some countries; in others pas- 
teurization and __ sterilizing 
plants are set up. Supple- 
mentary foods and vitamins 

also go to help the under- 
nourished. In addition, UNICEF 
has facilities to help in cases 
of health emergencies when 
distster strikes. 

“Brochures are being sent 
right now to teachers, club- 
women, business executives,” 
says Mrs. Siegel, “so that we 
may educate the public as to 
what UNICEF is doing in over 
1000 countries and territories 
around the world. 

“Personally I'm more proud 
of our government's leadership 
in UNICEF than I would pe if 
we launch the first rocket to 
the moon.”

No one paid attention to Ca- 
ruso’s protest. The police held 


right passed the money to the 
gunman in the back. The driver 
then stopped the car to let the 
third man out, A few blocks 
farther on the driver stopped 
again, telling Scaramellino to 
alight, adding that he would 
find his automobile somewhere 
in the neighborhood later in 
the day. 

Scaramellino immediately 
went to police headquarters to 
report the robbery. He de- 
scribed the gunmen in detail, 
emphasizing the lip mole of 
the one who had relieved him 
of the cash. Because Caruso 
had a fever blister on his lip, 
which from a distance might 
have looked like a mole, Scara- 
mellino identified him in the 
lineup as one of the partici- 
pants in the robbery. 

The transcript of the lineup 
proceedings recorded an addi- 
tional statement made by Scar- 
amellino which Caruso did not 
hear. “That don’t seem to be 
the right mark I see on his up- 
per lip,” Scaramellino had said 
after he had identified Caruso. 
The police ignored that remark. 
The prosecutor brought Caruso 
into magistrate’s court for a 
preliminary hearing. 

— * * 

T the hearing Scaramellino 
A testitiea that he was “pret- 

ty positive” Caruso was one 
of the gunmen in the car. The 
magistrate, eager to complete 
the day, interrupted Caruso’s 
lawyer while he was cross-ex- 
amining Scaramellino in an at- 
tempt to establish the witness's 
obvious uncertainty. The magis- 
trate excused Scaramellino from 
the stand and ended the hear- 
ing with an order that Caruso 
be held pending a grand-jury 
inquiry. The grand jury in- 
dicted him for armed robbery. 

Caruso pleaded “not guilty.” 
His bail was fixed at $10,000. 
Since his family could not be- 
gin to furnish that amount, 
Caruso spent the next three 
months in jail awaiting trial, 
which began on March 8, 1939. 
By that time, of course, Caru- 
so’s fever blister had disap- 
peared. His lawyer was J. Spa- 
no, to whom Caruso’s father 
paid a fee of $430. Judge Peter 
J. Brancato presided at the 


ruso as a clerk for several 
years, testified that Caruso 
was left-handed.

THE OTHER interesting 
phrase brought up by this let- 
ter is “round robin,” now very 
often used to designate a tour- 
nament in which each cone.
